Asphalt is nothing 
bul vaked-out petrolcunt,, the residue 
left over when all tile volatile oils 
and gasses have escaped. It is found 
in a number of forms, and different 
names have !>een given to different 
compounds. 
The Oklahoma asphalt 
is 
m ostly 
reek asphalt; that is, rock impreg­ 
nated with asphalt. Sometimes it is 
sand, some times lime, and sometimes' 
clay.
